A special communiqué from Herr 
Hitler's roe “TA 3”; early to-day 
claimed that 123 American ‘planes 
were shot, down over Germany and 
seoid Western territories yester- 

ay. 

According to Allied reports, 
strong formations of Flying For- 
tresses and Liberators, supported by 
many fighters, attacked targets in 
North-West Germany, Strong fighter 
opposition was encountered. Small 
formations of -R.A.F. _ fighter- 
bombers attacked military objectives 
in Northern France without loss. 

The special German communiqué 
states :'— 

““In the early hours of January 
llth North American bombers at- 
tacked a number of localities in 
Central! Germany. As a result of 
the immediate action taken by the 
German, defences, the attacks were 
prevented from having a concen- 
trated effect. i Eh 

‘* Incomplete data so far available 
reveals that German fighter ’planes 
and ground defences shot down, 123 
American planes, largely — four- 
engined bombers, over Reich terri- 
tory and the occupied Western terri- 
tories. : 

The German News Agency aided 
that there were fierce air duels, and 
that the Allied bombers tried to 
attack. central German towns with- 
out any fighter ‘‘ umbrella.’’ 

An official statement from United 
States Headquarters said that, 
although the bombers were es- 
corted most of the long round trip 
by large formatigns of American 
fighters, operating in shuttle relays, 
and were eye during their 
withdrawal by R.A.F. and Allied 
fighters, they were subjected to con- 
tinuous: attack by German aircraft 
the entire time they were 
over Germany.

war as Germany and Poland have 
experienced it since 1930, and as: 
Great Britain, France, and half 
a dozen other nations have 
experienced it from the middle of 
1940. For that matter, one 
almost might say that the United 
States’ experience of war has been 
shorter-lived than that of our own 
|neutral nation; for,- whereas the 
twenty-six counties underwent. 
the pressure of “ emergency con- 
ditions’’ virtually from the day 
when Germany invaded Poland, 
the American continent has been 

to alleintents and purposes, freé 
from hardship until now. Military 


pulsory for a considerable time 
past; but there is no indication 
that the American standard of 
living has been lowered to any 
appreciable extent, or that 
millions of American ' citizens 
have perceived any change worthy 
of mention in their daily life | 
From now onwards, if: President 
Roosevelt’s message to Congress 
means anything, they will know 
the difference between peace and 
war. Yesterday he called for the 
total mobilisation of all the 
resources of man-power and 
capital of the United States. In 
regard to man-power, the bill 
which he urged upon Congress 
demands the calling-up of men 
from '18 to 65 years of age, and of 
women’ from 18 to 50 years—who 
are not directly liable for military 
service—for work either in war 
factories or on the farms. In 
regard to resources,. natural 
and financial, he has sub- 
mitted recommendations which 
will stimulate the most violent 
hostility—as well as, we think, 
the most ardent approval. The 
President proposes fio tax what 
are described as “all unreason- 
able profits, both individual and 
corporate.’”? He will continue the 
law for the re-negotiation of war 
contracts, which is designed to 
prevent exorbitant profits. He 
contemplates a ‘‘ Cost of Food 
Law,” which is intended at once | 
to guarantee and to control the 
prices of food. These are the 
President’s main points, The 
question is whether he will be able 
to drive them through a Congress 
which, if actively sympathetic 
with him in regard to the conduct 
of the war, is at strong variance 
with him in regard to such 
measures as may injure the power 
and préstige of private property 
and of the so-called ‘‘ American 
tradition ” not merely now, but in 
the years to come: It is an 
eminently difficult position for a 
President: of the United States— 
in particular, for a President 
who very shortly must face the 
electorate to seek re-election for a 
fourth term of office. President 
Roosevelt, however, is something 
more than a seeker for election, or 
He has shown 
himself a leader, a brave man, 
a man who is willing to face the 
hostility of the influences which 
matter most in the United States, 
a man who can regard himself 
not merely as part and parcel of 
the American people, but as one 
who is above and beyond thought 
of politics or of specific loyalties. 
He is prepared to take the risk 
of incurring hostility from 
numerous quarters. It is no small 
risk to take in an election year. 
The only justification for his pro- 
posals can be their success; but 
who can doubt that on their suc- 
cess depends not only the future 
of American ‘politics for the time 
being, but of America? 


Swing High ! 


Mr, Benny Goodman, the 
“ King of Swing,’’ has added a 
new distinction to his already long 
list. History already relates that 
he started his rhythmic career on 
the Mississippi river-boats while 
yet an infant attired in short 
trousers. Authorities on the sub- 
ject declare that he combined with 
his ability on the clarinet a 
remarkable instinct for commercial 
organisation, which enabled him 
to remain upon the crest of the 
wave that submerged many of his 
earlier colleagues; and they add 
that his performances as a soloist 
rarely have been excelled, and 
that he introduced chamber music 
to jazz. To this not inconsider- 
able record of achievement must 
be appended the facts that he has 
given concerts in New York’s 
surprisingly—he has made a care- 
ful, and not unsatisfying, record- 
ing of Mozart’s Clarinet Quintet. 
Now it is reported that Mr. 
Goodman has been elected to the 
faculty of the Julliard School of 
Music in New York, where he wil] 
lecture on the inter-relationship 
of “swing” and classical music.

The terms of the relationship 
between the housewife.and her 
domestic servant have undergone 
the most drastic revision during 
the past fifty years. The house- 
wife, in Victorian days the 
unquestioned dictator in home 
affairs, recently has become, if 
anythin,, less influential of 
two powers in a domestic axis. At 
a recent meeting of the English 
Women’s Adjustment Committee, 
a housewife stated that domestic 
servants do not like to be referred 
to as such, and would profer 
to be thought of as ‘‘ domestic 
assistants,’ and that they do not 
like to be told that they are 
‘‘ answering back” when they 
express their point of view. They 
also object, it was said, to bo told 
to “ find somothing to do’’ when 
they have finished their work 
early’; to “living in,” and to 
be addressed by their surnames 
or by inappropriate Christian 
names. Finally, they do not like 
to be criticised by mistresses who 
have had no training themselves. 
If one were obliged to summarise 
their objections in a very few 
words, one might be tempted to 
reduce their complaints to the 
simple statement that domestic 
servants do not like to be domestic 
servants. It ig something of a 
revelation to learn that there still 
are housewives who would dare to 
tell their servants that they should 
“find something to do,” or, in 
fa¢t, to attempt to dictate to them 
in any respect whatsoever. It is 
unwise to reproach a slow, but 
honest, Mary Ann when there ‘is 
a strong probability that she will 
give notice and leave one 
unattended for many months, at 
the end of which she” may be 
replaced by a slow and dishonest 
Eliza Jane. Domestic servants 
still are in the first flush of a new 
found atmosphere of social 
equality, and, quite naturally, 
they are exerting their rights to 
the limit. In many cases, the 
relations between employer and 
maid run so smoothly that the 
causes of friction mentioned at the 
Women’s Adjustment Committee 
meeting never arise, but, for as

FEWER FIRE ALARMS IN 
‘DUBLIN 


Dublin Corporation General Pur- 
poses Committee yesterday agreed 
to a considerable reduction in the 
number of fire alarms in the city.

Famous Statue 


The life-size bronze statue of 
Robert Milligan, that has dominated 
the main entrance’ of London’s great 
West India Dock for one hundred 
and thirteen years, has _ recent] 
been removed in connection with 
road-widenin operations. The 
statue, which was the work of Sir 
with its granite 
pedestal and base, was familiar to 
many generations of visitors to the 
dock area. Milligan was a robust 
figure of the end of the seventeenth 
century, and he was an original 
director of the West India Dock Co, 
and its deputy-chairman for nine 
years. To his ‘‘ genius, persever- 
ance and guardian care the surround- 
ing great work principally owes its 
design, accomplishment and regula- 
tion.’’ He and William Pitt, Prime 
Minister at the time, laid the 
foundation stone of the West India 
Dock in 1800.

PLASTICS’ 
FUTURE 


Q revolutionary are the changes 
S expected to result from the 
large-scale, post-war develop- 
ment of plastics that our present 
accepted methods of modern build- 
ing are likely to be completely out- 
moded. Concrete, as used to-day, 
will, possibly, be virtually elimi- 
nated as a building material, the 
pitched-roof ‘will be replaced over- 
night by a flat, transparent cover- 
ing,. and thermostatically-controlled 
heating units will supersede the 
modern grate, Walls will bé con- 
structed of manufactured plastic 
units, which will be waterproof and 
fireproof. Hot water will be on tap 
| —-gupplied to entire districts, towns 
or cities by corporations or public 
sg | companies. 
erhaps it. does sound a bit far- 
fetch haps it is delving rather, 
deeply into the realms of fantasy— 
but it is a dream of the ideal house 
of the future which Mr, Noel Moffett 
believes is capable of realisation. 
Whether or not it will be trans- 
formed into actuality within the 
next decade is, he feels, a matter 
entirely for the ordinary man in the 
street. If the demand from him is 
sufficiently | dhó us planning and 
housing authorities can do nothing 
but ‘acquiesce. 
’ Giving the above data to an 
Irish Times reporter © when 
visualising hig ideal house of the 
future, Mr. Moffett said that it 
would result in the elimination of a 
tremendous amount of drudgery 
and hard work for the housewife. 
Walls, he said, would be smooth, 
highly-polished, washable and’ 
scratchpreof.

much cheaper than at present, ‘but 
price redyetion would be only the 
natural outcome of proper utilisation 
of the limitless sources of electrical 
energy in this country—rivers and 
vast bogs. 

As the standardised units could Le 
arranged by the = architect in 
thousands of different ways to suit 
the requirements of. individual 
clients, there would be no danger 
of monotony. in housing. The 
factory-manufactured units would he 
invisibly jointed by a plastic-weld- 
ing outfit. Furniture would be made 
from resin-bonded plywood. The 
folding, transparent—‘‘ Perspex ’’— 
roof, which would be controlled by 
a lever in the interior of the house, 
would only admit the sun’s health- 
giving rays; it would. be capable of 
withstanding the housewife’s big 
bugbear — harmful,  carpet-fading 
rays. 


LIMITATIONS 


Mr. Moffett admitted, however, 
that plastics, in their present state 
of development, had certain timita- 
tions. It had not yet been fgund 
possible, he said, to impregpate 
them with fadeless colanrs, while; at 
the moment, they were too costly to 
replace either timber, steel or ‘re- 
infotced’ concrete as_ structural 
building materials. Initial costs of 
installing machinery necessary. -íor 
their mass-production. would be 
eavy. As a means of combating 
this difficulty, however, Mr. 
Moffett suggested expending some 
of our vast external assets. in 
purchasing, in the future, supplies of 
plastics to solve our immediate post- 
war housing’ problem, from those 
countries now, producing. them’ in 
vast quantities for-war purposes. 

ngland, Germany, America,’ and 
Russia had already expended vast 
sums establishing the machinery 
necessary for” their manufacture, 
and so would be in a position to 
produce them much cheaper than we 
could in this country. As well as 
importing synthetic materials, we 
must, however; do our utmost to
